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Hemp can save

There is an answer to Craig 
Elliott's call for any plan that 
reduces greenhouse emissions 
while sustaining the economy. 

The answer has been there since 
the Marijuana Tax Act was imple- 
mented in 1937 by the U.S. gov- 
ernment, followed in 1938 by sim- 
ilar laws in Canada. 

At that time, industrial hemp 
was touted with glowing reports 
as a “new billion dollar crop” and 
“the most profitable crop that can 
be grown.” But since 1930, indus- 
trial hemp has been subjected to 
an intensive propaganda smear 
campaign from powerful corpora- 
tions dictating and lobbying gov- 
ernments in the U.S. and Canada. 
The corporations, such as those in 
the cotton, timber, and petro- 
chemical industries, stood to lose 
billions of dollars if hemp was 
allowed. 
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Hemp has at least 25,000 differ- 
ent uses with minimal impact on 
the environment. It has many ben- 
eficial qualities. Hemp can replace 
many non-renewable resources as 
well as numerous processed and 
manufactured goods. According 
to Jack Herer, the author of The 
Emperor Wears No Clothes, and a 
dedicated researcher and advo- 
cate for industrial hemp, “Hemp 
is the only annually renewable 
plant on earth able to replace all 
fossil fuels.” He gives document- 
ed evidence in his book that if 11 
per cent of the arable land was 
planted with hemp it would 
replace all dependence on fossil 
fuels and nuclear fuels, which we 
know are detrimental to both the 
human race and the environment. 

Also, John Roulac, President of 
HEMPTECH, notes that, “The

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ARTS GROUPS ARE ACCUSING 
Alberta’s Liquor and Gaming 
Commission of squeezing them 
out of the $200 million dollar gam- 
bling profits meant to go to non- 
profit groups. The uproar came 
with the ALGC’s release of a 
rough draft of new recommenda- 
tions for eligibility of gaming 
licenses. 

John Mahon, from the 
Edmonton Arts Council, says the 
new eligibility rules shouldn’t be 
enacted because they are too 
restrictive and poorly written. 

“1 think there’s an attempt to 
weed out [non-profit groups].” 

He points to one clause that 
restricts groups who have “mem- 
bers that develop skills which 
become marketable services.” 

“That clause effectively rules 
out 99 per cent of any arts organi- 
zation in this province from get- 
ting casino licenses. Everybody 
when they go to an arts event 
buys a ticket, for example,” says 

Mahon. 

But Jody Korchinsky, a 
spokesperson for the AGLC, 
claims the eligibility standards for 
marketability are essentially the 
same. 
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they take all of the bowls created 
in the pottery class and give them 
to Ikea, for example.” 

Mahon still thinks the ambigu- 
ous wording of the standards 
leave the door open to interpreta- 
tions that could limit most appli- 
cations for eligibility from arts 
groups. : 

“If you don’t want arts groups 
to have a casino why don’t you 
just be up front?” says Mahon. 

But arts groups are not the only 
non-profit organizations speaking 
out against the proposed eligibili- 
ty rules. 


The Edmonton Arts Council has 


joined a coalition of eight other 
organizations that are upset with 
the new rules, including Big 
Sisters and Big Brothers of 
Edmonton, the Society for the 
Retired and Semi-Retired and the 
Edmonton Sports Council 

“Tt seems like no one is particu- 
larly pleased with the proposed 
changes. We're a group of seven 
organizations from different parts 
of the community, social services, 
sport. We're going to present [to 
the government] our reaction to 
it,” says Mahon.

gibility concerns, are upset over a 
stipulation that limits spending 
for administrative costs at ten per 
cent. 

He says that the lengthy pre- 
scriptive clause on what adminis- 
tration costs should be isn’t realis- 
tic because the AGLC never prop- 
erly consulted groups on their 
individual needs 

“If you believe we're abusing 
some money without talking to 
us, how can you be sure?’ 

But ALGC spokesperson Jody 
Korchinsky says the changes only 
represent the government's com- 
mitment to make rules around 
gambling proceeds clear and

“| think the proposed changes 
will likely only affect a small 
number groups currently regis- 
tered with us,” says Korchinsky. 

She says the AGLC is actively 
looking for feedback and has 
encouraged non-profit groups to 
provide written reports. A final 
report will be submitted to the 
Gaming Minister Ron Stevens this 
fall. 

“Through the process we're ask- 


ing any Albertans, who do you 
think we should capture in terms 
of eligibility for gaming licenses,

Newspeak obscures 
real price of war 


Easy to accept when others 
do the suffering and dying 


BAGHDAD — From the 12th 
floor of the Al-Rashid Hotel, the 
view is much like the panorama of 
any large metropolis. Along wide 
streets, cars are in constant 
motion. The cityscape is filled 
with tall buildings and residential 
neighborhoods. Nothing seems 
out of the ordinary—except that if 
all goes according to plan, my tax 
dollars will help to turn much of 
this city into hell. 

As autumn began, a prominent 
New York Times article cited 
“senior administration officials” 
eager to sketch out the plan: 
“Officials said that any attack 
would begin with a lengthy air 
campaign led by B-2 bombers 
armed with 2,000-pound satellite- 
guided bombs to knock out Iraqi 
command and control headquar- 
ters and air defenses.” 

That kind of flat language 
makes for comfy reading. We 
don’t need to be disturbed about 
the spectre of war ina faraway 
place. But what if the place is not 
far away? 

Looking, out at Baghdad’s sky- 
line, I think about the terror likely 
to descend on this city. For some 
people underneath the missiles, 


their last moments will resemble 
what happened at the World 
Trade Center a little more than a 
year ago. 

Quite appropriately, the media 
responded to 9/11 with horror, 
abhorrence and 100 per cent con- 
demnation. The power to destroy 
and kill did not in the least make 
it right. But now, day by day, the 
power to destroy and kill becomes 
more self-justifying as reporters 
and pundits acclimate to the 
assumptions of official 
Washington. 

This has happened before. 
When war appears on the horizon, 
and especially after it begins, a 
heightened affliction seizes most 
news outlets. The media spectacle 
becomes a steady regurgitation of 
what's being fed from on high. 
And right now, the nation’s media 
diet is stuffed with intensifying 
righteousness. 

War gets attention. But already, 
with sanctions, the U.S. govern- 
ment has led a more insidious 
assault on the Iraqi people for 
more than a decade. How do we 
grasp 5,000 children a month 
dying as a result? The grim statis- 
tics, even when reported and

attributed to such sources as U.N. 
agencies, haven’t made much 
noise in the media echo chamber. 

On a Saturday morning in 
September 2002, at the Al- 
Mansour Pediatric Hospital in 
Baghdad, mothers sat as usual on 
bare mattresses next to children 
languishing with leukemia and 
cancer. The youngsters are not 
getting adequate chemotherapy, 
since the U.S.-led embargo contin- 
ues to block some crucial medica- 
tions. 

Walking through the cancer 
ward, I remembered a comment 
from then-Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright during a 60 
Minutes interview that aired on 
May 12, 1996. CBS correspondent 
Lesley Stahl asked: “We have 
heard that a half a million chil- 
dren have died.... Is the price 
worth it?” Albright replied: “I 
think this is a very hard choice, 
but the price—we think the price 
is worth it.” 

Easy to say, or accept, when oth- 
ers do the suffering and dying. 

Consequences of the sanctions 
have been ongoing. The State 
Department continues to veto 
some crucial shipments of basic 
medical supplies to Iraq, includ- 
ing such items as special cen- 
trifuges for blood separation, plas- 
ma freezers and fusion pumps. 

After three visits to southern 
Iraq, most recently in September, 
an Austrian physician named Eva- 
Maria Hobiger says in heartfelt 
imperfect English: “By the sup- 
port of these machines, the life of 
many sick children can be saved. 
It has to be called a crime when 
innocent and suffering children 
are the target of policy.” 

Now, as with years of sanctions, 
top officials in Washington—mak- 
ing a “very hard choice” for all- 
out war—evidently figure “the 
price is worth it.” Geopolitical talk 
and strategic analyses dominate 
media coverage, while moral 
dimensions get short shrift. 

I doubt that an American would 
find it easy to look the mothers 
and patients in the eyes at the Al- 
Mansour Pediatric Hospital. And I 
wonder what their lives will be 
like if, as expected, the missiles 
begin to explode in Baghdad. 

I don’t want to think about that. 
It’s much easier to stick with com- 
fortable newspeak about “a 
lengthy air campaigmled by B-2 
bombers armed with 2,000-pound 
satellite-guided bombs.”

LANGUAGE IS IN THE TITLE, AND 
it’s the subject of the first chapter, 
and it’s the subtext of the whole 
book.

But sometimes it creates oppor- 
tunities, a fact that’s not lost on 
the new world of work. One 
author, says Vogels, explains “that 
once we were an industrial society

ONE OF FRANCE’S MOST HIGH-PRO- 
file and highly revered DJ-pro- 
ducers — currently on tour pro- 
moting his record After the 
Playboy Mansion — Dimitri from 
Paris is set to bring his unique 
take on a good time to Edmonton 
for a one-night stand at Halo. 
True to his nature, Dimitri 
intends to play tunes for a night 
of toe-tapping, rump-wigglin’ 
good times, complete with his 
own, carefully honed style. 

Dimitri’s greatest achievement 
as both DJ and producer has been 
to make a career out of recycling 
disco themes by putting a pol- 
ished spin on dance music. 
Bringing the past back to the pre- 
sent, he’s developed a cohesive 
style that is both accessible and 
fun, but never resorts to full-on 
fromage. 

With his distinct electro-ganic 
sound, and a long association 
with Paris couturiers, Dimitri has 
developed a reputation as a dance 
music innovator with a great 
fashion sense. 

If you ask him about the success 
of his merger of fashion and 
music, the former Chanel DJ will 
gladly tell you that his good taste 
simply suited the times.

that people will always need a 
sense of that style that is bigger 
than themselves, or else why go 
out at all?”

Disco moved on and it’s been 
with us ever since, whether in 
house or anoth-

spent a vast portion of the last 
five years playing the DJ circuit, 
and is currently producing his 
next full-length album, which 
won't necessarily be oriented 
toward dance music. 

Not unlike his stellar Sacre Bleu, 
the new record will explore his 
preference for home listening, 
pleasure. 

“T like to listen at home and I 
am making an album that is full 
of elements that are listenable —

We speak of The Foreign Guy, he 
who hits your town with quaint 
hairdo and clothes, adorable 
accent, curious attitudes and 
expressions, novel life experi- 
ences, and sets it on its ear (or at 
least the chick half). So God help 
you if he’s a musician who can get 
her to shake her butt, too, eh?

Peter Case has been all over, but sticks to his roots 


PETER CASE

LIKE A LOT OF KIDS OF HIS TIME, 


Peter Case was torn musically. 
Born in Buffalo in 1954, Case grew 
up squarely in the middle of the 
rise of folk rock and the continu- 
ing influence of the British 
Invasion bands. Too young to be 
part of the hippie movement and 
influenced by the still-active delta 
singers as much as he was by John 
Lennon and Paul McCartney, 
Case picked up the acoustic guitar 
in his early teens and began to 
emulate his blues idols. 

“T took off from home when | 
was a teenager and I went over to 
Boston,” he recalls over the phone 
from his girlfriend’s house in San 
Francisco. “I used to hitch-hike 
around a lot, and I guess it was 
like ‘69 or ’70. I saw Lightning 
Hopkins play over there in a little 
theatre, which was exciting. That 
had a big influence on me as a 
kid.” 

The itinerant singer later sur- 
faced in San Francisco in 1973, 
where he began busking and 
interacting with the city’s post- 
hippie music scene. “I remember 
walking around in ‘75, ‘76, going 
‘Where is my generation’? For 
awhile they were just missing.” 


Picking up the bass and hooking 
up with songwriter Jack Lee, Case 
started the Nerves as an outlet for 
his love of jangly Beatles-inspired 
power pop. Case found his gener- 
ation farther south down the coast 
when the Nerves packed up for 
L.A; desperate for a gig, they 
helped jumpstart that city’s indie 
scene by staging a series of Punk 
Rock Invasion shows with some 
of the city’s first punk groups. 
Their determination to bypass the 
music industry naturally allied the 
group with the nascent punks. 

“In order to express yourself 
you had to break the rules. We 
were one of the first bands to go 
on tour without a record contract 
or anything. We were one of the 
first of the indies.” 

After the Nerves broke up, Case 
moved on to the Plimsouls, anoth- 
er out-of-its-time pop combo who 
released three albums and had a 
lasting effect on post-punk before 
folding in the mid-80s. 

“Then I had to go back to my 
roots,” he continues. “In 1984 I 
had to go back to what I was 
doing before I picked up the bass 
and electric guitar, so I went back 
to my street singer, folk, blues and 
country roots. I got back into try- 
ing to play the John Hurt stuff and 
into songwriting as an end to 
itself.”

Eight records later, Case is still 
busily at it, playing on and pro- 
ducing last year’s Avalon Blues: a 
tribute to Mississippi John Hurt, for 
which he gathered together Beck, 
Lucinda Williams and Taj Mahal, 
among others, and releasing an 
excellent new album, Bee Line, on 
Vanguard less than a month ago. 

And though he still tours inces- 
santly, sometimes with a band, 
but mostly staying true to his 
busking roots by sticking with his 
acoustic guitar. 

“4 lot of my favorite music over 
the years has been solo: Lightning 
Hopkins, Robert Johnson, John 
Hurt. It’s very naked, and it can 
also really rock. There's nothing 
between you and the audience 
except the song and the guitar. I 
love to play like that, just the way 
it can go anywhere.”

Blues legend Jody Williams strikes town 


WHAT HAPPENS WHEN YOU MIX 
alittle “Red Lightnin’ ” with 35 
years.of saved-up blues emotion? 
You get Chicago blues-guitar leg- 
end Jody Williams. 

Red Lightnin’— a Gibson 345 
guitar — “has been a lifelong friend 
to Williams. After one too many of 
his songs was ripped off, Williams 
quit the music scene in the early 
1960s, literally putting his 
favourite guitar “under the bed” 
for over 35 years. 

When Williams’ finally 
launched his comeback in 2000, he 
turned once more to his trusted 
Red Lightnin’. With numerous 
live performances at major blues 
festivals and a solid CD, 2001’s 
Return of a Legend, the 67-year old 
Williams has re-launched his 
career with no shortage of musical 
fireworks. 

“My first comeback gig was in 
the Netherlands, and they wanted 
to know what guitar Id be bring- 
ing and of course it was my Red 
Lightnin’,” says Williams. “Since 
then, I’ve also been using a cus- 
tom-made Gibson ES347 that I call 
Black Lightnin’, ‘cause it’s ebony 
black. So, like I say on stage some- 
times, I got a Red Lightnin’, ¢ 
Black Lightnin’ and now I’m 
lookin’ for a white guitar, and I’m 
gonna name it White Lightnin’.” 

Fresh from performances at the 
San Francisco Blues Festival last 
weekend (Sept. 28/29), Williams 
hits E-town in fine living legend 
from this Friday and Saturday 
(Oct. 4/5) down at the Yardbird 
Suite. 

On both nights Williams will 
team with six of Edmonton's 
finest blues players, including 
Graham Guest on piano and Jim 
Guiboche on guitar. Guest and 
Guiboche have lots of Chicago- 
blues in their veins, so Williams 
will have ample help in giving 
Red a good workout. (In fact, 
Guest, Guiboche and their entire 
crew are worth the price of admis- 
sion on their own — Williams is 
“legendary” icing on the cake for 
this blues fan). 

Although Williams started out 
as a harp player, he got the guitar 
bug when he first saw Bo Diddley 
perform, back in 1951. 

“We met backstage at an ama- 
teur show in Chicago. I had never 
heard a guitar and a washtub bass 
like that,” he recalls. 

Before long, Williams was play- 
ing guitar on Chicago street cor-

ners with Bo and harp player Billy 
Boy Arnold (another lifelong 
friend, who is appears on the 
Return of a Legend CD). 

Check out Williams’ other blues 
credentials: he was Howlin’ 
Wolf's bandleader from 1954 to 
1957, penned and recorded his 
now-classic blues instrumental 

“Lucky Lou” in 1957, and record- 
ed and played with numerous 

“name” players on the Chicago 
scene in the 50s and early 60s. 

“T’ve got a lot of good memo- 
ries. A lot of people don’t know 
that I played on Sonny Boy’s 
“Don’t Start Me to Talkin’ ”— 
that’s Muddy Waters and me 
playing on that. And I recorded 
“Five Spot” with B.B. King and 
Otis Spann in 1954. Me and B.B. 
traded off licks on that one. I do 
that one as “Jive Spot” with Rusty 
Zinn on my CD. 

“But you know, when people 
say ‘you knew so and so,’ to me, 
they weren’t big people or famous 
people, they were just some peo- 
ple I hung out with, so it’s no big 
deal to me. I’ve hung around and 
played with Wolf and Muddy and 
Walter [Little Walter], Memphis 
Slim, Memphis Minnie, Elmore 
James, Sonny Boy [Williamson] 
and all those people, but the way I 
see it, fame don’t come all at once, 
it’s a gradual thing.”

blah/ Yah-yah-yah / Whatever. 
And for a record that promises 
vitriol, well, just between you, me 
and the angel, we're still waiting. 
Might as well put the kettle on 
for tea in the meantime, eh? You 
bet! Heh-heh! Do you remember 


when “Punk Rock” was the sav- 
iour of Rock and Roll? Heh-heh, 
don’t you mind a crazy old man 
with his memories, kiddies. That 
was a long time ago now, but 
somehow, the very thought of 
Epitaph Records will sometimes 
set a fellow to gigglin’ so hard, he 
has to buzz for the nurse to come 
with a pill. 

But who were we talking about? 
Oh yes! Hot Water Music! Yes, 
well, Caution does its best to come 
on like Jawbox, former saviours 
themselves, and manages quite 
well, for a time. “Remedy” just 
sounds so freakin’... urgent, and 
so does “Trusty Chords.” Those 
two make you wanna believe, but 
the doubts start nagging pretty 
early, like around track 4, and by 
“The Sense” (track 6) you’re ask- 
ing: ‘Can that guy only yell when 
he’s singing?’ and by “The End,” 
you’ ve figured it out. These guys 
are actually, like, those false 
prophets we're not supposed to be 
paying any mind, like George 
Bush Jr! So let’s quit it, right now! 

But SAAAY... who's that little 
cutie-pie, clapping his hands and 
reciting Hank Williams in that 
commercial with Willie Nelson? 
Couldn't he be a saviour of some- 
thing? That’s Ryan Adams and 
actually they keep nominating 
him as a saviour of country music, 
but then he keeps releasing 
records with only three good 
songs on them and putting him- 
self out of the running. The 
answer to such a problem, as 
exemplified by Demolition (Lost 
Highway), is to get EVERY- 
THING on tape and, every so 





hot water manio 
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often, pick through it all for the 
highlights. It’s a credit to Adams 
that even with all those disparate 
sessions, times, countries and 
players, his songwriting is what 
binds this collection together. It’s 
also a trick more folks should try 
more often, but should Adams be 
called a saviour for employing it? 
Well, country could really use the 
help... 

Sadly though, year after year, so 
could rock and roll. Take, for 
example, Matthew’s album 
Everybody Down (Ryko), please. 
Interesting, ambiguous and 
engaging title, no? Are we being 
told to duck? Why? Or is it an old 
Indian saying, or a line from a 
favourite movie, poem or song? 
Nope, it’s just Matthew’s 
favourite cliché, whittled down to 
disguise how boring and con- 
trived it is until you've paid for 
the record and started listening. 

Save your money. It’ s Everybody 
Down as in “You let...” and your 
mom says that to you every other 
day, and there is nothing new to 
be learned here on this whole 
entire album. Well, there’s one 
thing: rock and roll doesn’t need 
saviours as much as it needs a 
good set of bodyguards. 

Of course they should take a 
bullet if need be, but most times, 
wouldn't it be enough if they 
would just keep the schmucks 
away?

Classical and flamenco guitarist 
interprets Fab Four 


LYALL STEEL 
Saturday, October 5 
At Muttart Hall, Alberta College 


FOR LYALL STEEL, THREE YEARS 
between album releases makes the 
guitarist downright prolific by his 
standards. 

After all there was a 20-year hia- 
tus between his debut album and 
his superb 1999 release Emanations 
that thrust the local classical and 
flamenco player back into the 
prairie spotlight. 

This week Steel proudly and 
officially releases his latest effort, 
a tasty and beautifully recorded 
set titled Revolutions: Remembering 
The Beatles with a concert at 
Muttart Hall in Alberta College. 

Despite the countless versions 
and variations we've all heard of 
Lennon and McCartney and 
George Harrison tunes, Steel 
turned the trick of finding the 
pulse of all 13 pieces he chose, 
while also putting his own inter- 
pretive stamp and emotional spin 
on the works. 

Like all things Beatles, this col- 
lection is an instant reminder of 
what a staggeringly brilliant vol- 
ume of the work the Liverpool 
lads created in a short time frame 
that began when Steel had just 
become a teenager. 

“ “The Beatles mirrored my 
teenage years and they broke up 
when I was turning 20,” says the 
instrumentalist who watched and 
felt the impact of the group’s 
musical work from Moose Jaw, 
Saskatchewan. 

It was a visit to that town last 
year that prompted him to get on 
with this project. 

“[ spent a month there just after 
the death of my brother and I was 
feeling nostalgic,” continues Steel, 
who spent the winter picking,

I Love You” and gave ita 
Hawaiian slack key guitar treat- 
ment and he’s understandably 
pleased with the way Harrison's 
“Love You To” turned out 

The droning East-Indian foun- 
dation of the arrangement reflects 
the late Harrison's devotion to the 
Hindu faith. 

“Then the idea to turn ‘Lady 
Madonna’ into a pickin’ and grin- 
nin’ piece came to me,” says Steel, 
who will also be taking the music 
on the road and out onto the 
prairies over the course of the fall 
and early winter. 

For the Edmonton concert he'll 
not only deliver his interpreta- 
tions of ten of the pieces from 
Revolutions but also present his 
audience with his arrangement of 
“Batucada” by Brazilian guitarist 
Luis Bonfa and Bach's “Jesu, Joy 
of Man’s Desiring”, as well as 
three of his own original Latin 
pieces.

Navigating the 
musical map 


A bustling week for great Canadian talent 


THIS IS ONE OF THOSE TIMES GI- 
ven the quantity of quality gigs, 
whentone desires a way to rip into 
the ‘space/time continuum, or to 
simply develop the ability to 
(courteously) drive from one end 
of thé greater Edmonton regional 
district to the next without getting 
nailed by photo radar. 

First off, the mood at the 
Sidetrack (10333 - 112 St.) on 
October 4 & 5 may be bittersweet 
for some. Although a joyous occa- 
sion for newlyweds Lester and 
Honey Mae Moore-Quitzau (and 
though we wish them nothing but 
the best), the depressing reality is 
that this is to be a fond farewell 
for Lester. A rock solid and 
invaluable contributor to the local 
music scene, he’s had his prenup- 
tial garage sale, packed up and 
busted a move off to Pender 
Island where his beloved has 
resided for the past few years. 

Sure, he agrees, it’s tough to 
leave what was home for most of 
the past thirty-eight years. 

“It's been a great place to be 
based out of, but at the same time 
I know I need to move,” he says. 
“My parents live out there (as 
does Mae’s) and they’re getting 
older. It all seems to be meant to 
be as far as progressing. But sure, 
it’s leaving a lot of good friends 
and good people behind.”

THE WAY DAVID BOND TELLS IT, 
starting up a film festival is sim- 
ple. “I was sitting in a car talking 
to a friend,” says the organizer of 
the first Exofest: Edmonton 
International Horror Festival, 
“and he said ‘Let's go to the 
Vancouver festival,’ and I said 
‘No, let’s start our own.’ I made a 
few phone calls, and two or three 
weeks later we had a festival.” 
But while you’re plotting out 
your own backyard Cannes, 
Bond's group Exophagy, together 
with Metro Cinema — a relation- 
ship which began with a conver- 
sation after a screening of Jesus 
Christ Vampire Hunter, and has 
now expanded not just into this 
festival, but also monthly screen- 
ings of “horror and other films of 
transgression” — will be exposing 
Edmontonians to cinema other- 
wise unseen in these parts. “I hate 
having to go other places to find 
films,” Bond says; “And the job of 
a good festival is to make sure you 
don’t have to travel all over to 
find them.” Thus, patrons will 
encounter films well-documented 
by the hype machine — the British 
werewolf outing Dog Soldiers, or 
Japanese Lord of the Flies update 
Battle Royale — along with others 
they might not recognize, but 
which Bond hopes they will be 
quick to embrace. “If you like hor- 
ror and you want to see the best of 
the last two years — and I don’t 
mean dead teenager movies, I 
mean movies for people who like 
to experience new things — then 
you should come,” he explains. 
For an event in its inaugural 
year, the eight-day Exofest boasts 
an impressive lineup of interna- 
tional films. There are five entries 
from Japan (including two from 
over-the-top impresario Takashi 


Miike), as well as selections from 
France, Spain, Germany, England, 
The United States, and, yes 
Canada. Even with such an 
imposing roster, Bond blames 
both the speed with which the fes 
tival was put together, and 
Edmonton’s nonexistence on the 
industry radar, for having to pare 
down the original roster of thirty- 
five titles to the current fifteen 
“Come down to [the next one in] 
Calgary in January, and we'll be a 
lot more organized; we've already 
got some directors booked for that 
one,” he adds. 

So with all manner of evil lurk- 
ing in the aisles, what scares a 
man who starts up a local 
Sundance of screams? “The feat 
that too many people come, and 
not enough people get into what 
they want to see.”

JAPANESE FILM BATTLE ROYALE 
(Oct. 9) probably wins the festi- 
val’s notoriety prize, with its plot- 
line of stranding 9th graders on 
an island, giving them automatic 
weapons, and telling them the 
last one standing gets to go home. 


If that’s too unsettling a premise, 
other offerings hailing from the 
land of the rising sun include _ 
Versus (Oct. 14), which is appar- 
ently indescribable in its combi- 
nation of alternate dimensions, 
magic forests, and zombie 
Yakuza; and rape-vengeance flick 
Freeze Me, vllich could be the 
new Ms. 45. 

But nobody does bad taste like 
director Takashi Miike. Films like 
Dead or Alive, The Happiness of the 
Katakuris, and Fudoh: The New 
Generation have already demon- 


strated his exhilarating disregard 
for the conventions of both film- 
making and civilized society. The 
edited-for-content version of his 
assassin splatterpiece Ichi the 
Killer(Oct. 12) is one of the most 
balls-out crazy films I’ve ever 
seen; if that was what they left in, 
I'm terrified to see what they cut 
out. His incestuous family drama 
Visitor Q (Oct 12) may be a little 
less kinetic, but could be even 
more twisted. 

On the American front, the big 
thing these days is Dante 
Tomaselli (he’s been called the 
second coming of a pre-Vampires 
John Carpenter), and word has it 
his two films playing here 
(Horror and Desecration, both 
Oct. 13) make up for in hallucina- 
tory visuals and all around

creepiness what they lack in titu- 
lar creativity. 

You might say Dog Soldiers 
(Oct. 11), like Ginger Snaps before 
it, suffers from the werewolf’s 
curse; by all accounts a fine flick 
that sets lycanthropes loose on a 
troop of British soldiers, it has 
been unjustly denied wide 
release. Still, it looks like great 
fun, and I’ve far more faith in it 
than in the similar-sounding The

ries methodically nail down the 
themes — the pursuit of happi-

Now, anchoring a film with 
monologues and speeches, 
whether dramatic or comedic, 
doesn’t in itself have to be sucky 
or boring — Ill yank Repo Man off 
the top of my head as an example.

Shitty or second- 
rate hacks make it easy to tune 
out/turn off/laugh at witless or 
boring material; an actor like 
Arkin forces you, Clockwork 
Orange-style, to sit and absorb 
every lousy minute.

I suppose Sprecher thinks I owe 
her a few Arty Points for her inter- 
connected tales and non-linear 
storytelling.

Octogenarian Rohmer continues to confound

SOMETIMES THE STAR RATING 
system for film just doesn’t cut it, 
and The Lady & The Duke is a fine 
example of why. How do you 
accurately acknowledge a film 
that accomplishes exactly what it 
set out to do with consistency and 
originality, but has all the fun of a 
BBC costume drama? 

At 82, Eric Rohmer deserves 
much respect for sticking to his 
French New Wave aesthetics 
while embracing cutting edge dig- 


ital technology. Although he’s one 
of a handful of filmmakers to 
shoot on digital, he still feels that 
film in general is vital, serious art, 
and not just easy eatin’ entertain- 
ment. 

In an interview included in the 
press kit, the director of My Night 
at Maude’s and Claire’s Knee makes 
it clear that he answers to the 
higher ideals of New Wave- 
approved theorist Andre Bazin, 
and cares little about the commer- 
cial pressures that shape most 
movies. He stands for, y'know, 
art, which may be washed-out 
colours, an absolutely static cam- 
era, the absence of close-ups, talk- 
ing heads having long-winded 
political discussions, and French 
men in wigs. Of course, you could 
just pop a handful of Tylenol 3’s 


and soak your head in a bucket of 
Novocain for the same effect. 

The 129 minutes of plodding 
numbness stems from the Journal 
of My Life During the French 
Revolution, written by noble- 
woman Grace Elliot shortly after 
the historical upheaval of the 
1790s. Born into the British aris- 
tocracy around 1760, she studied 
in France and entertained both 
French and English Dukes as her 
lovers at various times, remaining 
particularly close to the Duke of 
Orleans. The two shared a close 
friendship even after their 
romance fizzled and their political 
stances often saw them at odds. 

Rohmer does his best to remain 
true to the original text, which is 
chiefly about the Duke (Jean- 
Claude Dreyfus), a fierce revolu- 
tionary, trying to keep Grace 
(Lucy Russell), a staunch royalist, 
out of trouble during the violent 
insurrection sweeping through 
Paris. After helping a wounded

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ly knows escape the city, Grace 
finds herself under increasing sus- 
picion of being a traitor to the 
cause. As house inspections, 
arrests, and accusations increase, 
even the Orleans is accused of 
only wanting his cousin the King 
dead so he can take the throne. 

A survival-among-execution- 
happy-revolutionaries story 
sounds much more electric than it 
is with Rohmer imposing a sense 
of almost mundane realism upon 
it. The escape from this realism is

The idea is to obtain a 
degree of truth by acknowledging 
the constructed nature of the art.

THE PROCESSION OF SUMMER 
blockbusters is finally over and, as 
we look around, we can’t help but 
notice that not that many blocks 
were busted. Sure, George Lucas 
filled another Olympic swimming 
pool with money from Episode II, 
Vin Diesel has been given license 
to continue posing as an actor, 
and studio execs are busily plan- 
ning even more Austin Powers and 
Men in Black sequels, but these are 
matters for the accounting depart- 
ment. Are we really going to look 
back fondly on the summer that 
gave us live-action Scooby Doo? 
What we need to do is take a 
step back from the big picture and 
focus on little pictures instead. 
Metro Cinema is presenting four 
nights of the best Canadian short 
films from the past 35 years, a dif- 
ferent program each night, featur- 
ing Canada’s most respected (ie. 
completely unknown) short film- 
makers. Not every film is great — 
some aren’t even good — but 
there’s no shortage of originality 
and invention in these reels, and 


the only block they're trying to 
bust is the one on your shoulders. 
By no means are these short 
films as inviting as typical sum- 
mer fare. Made on miniscule bud- 
gets with basic tools, they rely on 
the personal vision of the film- 
maker and on the willingr of 
the viewer to engage with and 
interpret what's happening on 
screen. Without the hindrance of 
idioms or genre conventions, the 
filmmakers are free to discover 
what they can about their medium 
and to imbue their works with the 
complexities of their own lives, 
which must be somewhat similar 
to ours, being Canadian and all. 
Mike Hoolboom’s Jack is just 
such a work, built up from 
Hoolboom’s (expertly shot) home 
movie footage of his nephew 
Jack’s first five years of life and 
turned into a stirring and poetic 
meditation on happiness and free- 
dom. Janine Fung uses her real 
family to dissect a dinner-table 
argument and tease out issues of 
identity, otherness and belonging 
in Leftovers. With Fung’s stammer- 
ing, top-of-the-head voice over, 
it’s not a highly burnished work 
of art, and therein lies its charm 
Not all of the selections are 
quite so linear. There's more than 
one experiment with light, colour 
and sound, precisely the sort of 
thing most people avoid when

paying to see a movie. Individu- 
ated, subjective responses are the 
bane of mass entertainment, after 
all, and Susan Oxtoby’s All Flesh is 
Grass is definitely calculated to set 
you to pondering. The meander- 
ing flow of high-contrast colour 
images — street scenes, an aban- 
doned building, kids in a park — 
set to an eerie choral soundscape 
has a disquieting power that 
doesn’t reside solely in the images 
or soundtrack. 

Of course, this is just one inter- 
pretation. The Metro’s presenta- 
tion of these Canadian short films 
calls for multiple interpretatio 
for long, possibly drunken d 
sions of what movies are and can 
be and for a certain amount of 
thought and c deration as they 
pass before your eye 
summer of taking you 2 
the movies only to find you don’t 
need it once the movie starts, you 

ght welcome such an opportu- 
nity.

on a remix, or Steven Spielberg 
and Tom Hanks producing a TV 
mini-series, everybody’s putting 
out group projects. 

The Canadian dance scene is no 
different — resonating with major 
works like the trans-Canadian 
dance, opera, and choral produc- 
tion Requiem 9/11 — bringing 
many of Canada’s senior arts 
ees like the Banff 
Centre and The National Arts 
Centre into collaboration with 
some of our country’s finest dance 
artists, including choreographer 
Brian MacDonald and The Royal 
Winnipeg Ballet. 

Look no further than Brian 
Webb Dance Company’ s season 
opener, the return of Webb and 
Tania Alvarado’s A Summer 
Evening... seems to be at the heart of 
the affair, to find great artistic J 
teamwork going on right here in 
Edmonton. 

“The buzz word right now in all 
sorts of contemporary art forms is 
‘collaboration,’” says Brian Webb, 


“but for me, collaboration is very 
central to my practice. I like work- 
ing in a group.” It’s not merely a 
passing phase or artsy trend: 
Webb sees collaboration as “a 
democratic exchange of ideas to 
create something new.” 

Going into a creative process in 
which each contributor has an 
equal say proves to be challeng- 
ing. “But when you let your biases 
go, there’s a basis to build a real 
relationship. The more you do it, 
the greater the artistic growth.” 

Inspired by Marguerite Duras’ 
novel Blue Eyes, Black Hair, A 
Summer Evening grew out of a 
couple of duets the pair devel- 
oped back in 2000 for Catalyst 
Theatre’s Let There Be Light in 
2001. “We knew at that time we 
wanted to collaborate more, so we 
worked to develop those little 
duets into a full length piece.” 
The piece was performed this 
summer in Vancouver at the 
Dancing on the Edge Festival, 
where it received critical and 
audience acclaim. 

An older man and a younger 
woman live out a scintillating 
affair, a ritual of attraction and 
repulsion. “Tania and I could 
relate to that very intense situa- 
tion. We wanted to explore dance 
through gesture to create an inti- 
mate conversation without 
mime.” For Webb, “dance cannot 


Alpha Yaya Diallo 
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tell a story — it’s the living 
moment, it’s much more conver- 
sational. You never know where a 
conversation is going to lead.” 

The piece combines subtle 
imagery and large-scale video 
portraits by Tim Faulkman with a 
powerful live musical score per- 
formed on acoustic and electric 
guitar by Dave Wall. “We blur the 
boundaries between the 
dance/ video / music elements and 
put it together in a very unique 
and non-traditional w ay * Webb 
describes the piece as “a quartet 
on stage” between two dancers, a 
videographer and a musician. 

“Tim’s video really pushes for- 
ward what we want to say. The 
technology allows us to interact 
with these 9 feet square, larger- 
than life portraits without creating 
any shadow.” In that evocative 
integration of video and dance, 
“something more is being said.” 

Webb is thrilled to bring Dave 
Wall, “one of the best guitar play- 
ers in this city” on board for the 
multi-disciplinary project. “A 
Summer Evening is a very sensual 
dance and the acoustic and elec- 
tric guitar are sensual instru- 
ments. Dave can get incredible 
sounds out of his guitar.” 

Dave has told me he often feels 
like a voyeur watching the inti- 
mate dance unfold or a puppet 
master manipulating us with his 
guitar strings,” says Webb. 

As for his partner, Webb is 
ecstatic to be sharing the stage 
with the likes of Alvarado. “I’m 
twice as old as her. My dance 
career is a long one. This is very 
exciting to be dancing with Tania. 

“She has a really strong sense 
of self and she projects her strong 
personality in her dance vocabu- 
lary that’s very unique to her. I 
think people respond to how vul- 
nerable she is when she’s danc- 
ing.” 

This summer, Alvarado became 
the first Canadian choreographer 
outside of Montreal to participate 
in the Tangente European 
Exchange, where she toured her 
choreography to 11 European 
cities. She continues to capture the 
imaginations of audiences with 
her explosive performances and 
enthralling style.

I DON’T ENVY TENOR DAVID CORMAN. 

Come Saturday night, he’s 
going to be helping launch the 
Edmonton Opera's 2002-03 sea- 
son by singing demanding roles in 
two operas back-to-back. 

The double-header in question 
is none other than the famous 
“Cav and Pag”, the much-paired 
short opera duo comprised of the 
1889 Cavalleria Rusticana (Rustic 
Chivalry by Pietro Mascagni), and 
the 1891 I Pagliacci (The Clowns by 
Ruggero Leoncavallo). Adding 
injury to vocal insult, Corman’s 
trials are magnified by the fact 
that he’s singing the titular role of 
the unbalanced clown Canio in 
Leoncavallo’s two-act short opera 
masterwork. 

Talk about opening yourself to 
comparisons: Canio has been sung 
by every great and aspiring-for- 
greatness tenor since Enrico 
Caruso first put his grubby finger- 
prints on the meaty role at the 
turn of the 20th century. 

Blessing the opera gods for 
small mercies, Corman is glad he’s 
singing the role of Turiddu in the 
“lighter” Cavalleria Rusticana 
before he transforms into the mur- 
derous commedia dell’arte clown. 

“I don’t think I could even do 
them flipped really,” says the 39- 
year-old Kansas-based singer. 
“Not only am I playing a younger 
man in ‘Cav,’ the composition is 
higher and you have maintain a 
certain lyricism. ‘Pag’ on the other 
hand is a lot lower and you're 
playing on older character — it’s a 
big vocal challenge.” 

The saving grace to the whole 
artistic endeavour is that the 
works are classic verismo (realism) 
operas with sky-high true-life grit. 
Both musicals boast cart-loads of 


wild sex and sexuality, adultery, 
irrational jealousy, good-old-fash- 
ioned Sicilian vengeance, off-kilter 
clowns and tragic endings. 
Leoncavallo went so far as to base 
his sensational opera on an actual 
domestic murder case his magis- 
trate father had tried and warns 
the audience in the prologue that 
theyre watching a true story. 

The fact that these two works 
are also virtual bookends of the 
artform doesn’t hurt. The Rough 
Guide to Opera writes that if veris- 
mo was initiated by Mascagni’s 
Cavalleria Rusticana, then it was 
perfected by Leoncavallo in | 
Pagliacci. The icing on the poetic 
irony / metaphoric staging cake is

that “Cav” is set at dawn, and 
“Pag” at dusk. 

“These operas are very much 
what the name implies — truth, 
real wild stories from everyday 
life.” This roller coaster veracity 
has one great advantage: emotion- 
al momentum. “Canio is so easy 
to play when you slide into him. 
It’s impossible to get bored with 
this opera,” says Corman, mark- 
ing the first time he’s performing 
these two oper together, having 
sang both characters before, but 
always in separate productions. 

“Canio’s a complex yet simple 
man,” continues Corman. “It’s a 
challenge to find the middle 
ground and avoid making him 
just a violent brute. You need to 
make him a real man. 

“When you dig into the charac- 
ter you come to realize that his 
jealousy is fueled by a childlike 
raging insecurity.”

supposed to say about a piece of 
overblown farce that relies on 
slapstick, ridiculously ornate cos- 
tuming and hysterics for its 
laughs? 

How about, “well done”? 

Now, it might be tempting to 
dismiss out of hand a piece in 
which “high jinks ensue,” but let’s 
face it: fart jokes and mistaken 
identity and gratuitous food fights 
and silly costumes have been 
around as long as they have 
because they’re funny, whether in 
Chaplin or traditional commedia 
dell’arte or Tom Wood's delight- 
ful adaptation of the latter for our 
modern tastes. 

I mean, really, when the moose 
gazed contemplatively out into 
the audience, I laughed so hard 
that I thought I was going to give 
myself a hernia. And that was just 
the moose. There’s a whole lot of 
other fun that goes on in this 
unnamed Klondike boomtown 
where a murdered mafioso turns 
up unaccountably alive, interrupt- 
ing the blissful union of a pair of 
outback kids in love. 

Based on the stock characters 
that continue to populate our col- 
lective psyche, Servant of Two 
Masters would likely have held its 
charm in any setting and thus 
plays as well in the Great White 
North as it no doubt did in the 
Mediterranean. Neither 
Pagliaccio, nor Il Dottore, nor 
Brighella seem out of place in 
frontier country; nor does the bab- 
bling clash of accents, language 
and custom as German restaura- 
teurs, French-Canadian hoteliers 
and 

Italian servants mangle the lan- 
guage and meddle in each other's 
needlessly complicated lives. Of 
course it’s disingenuous, but it’s 
supposed to be. And if you're a 
municipal booster, there are even 
a couple of Calgary jokes thrown 
in as a special bonus.

The performances, while not 
subtle, are uniformly entertaining. 
Everyone’s funny, and David 
Storch as Benny Panelli, the wily, 
food-obsessed servant of the title, 
is especially nimble and winning- 
ly high-energy. 

The characters are all lovable in 
varying degrees, although one 
must wonder why on earth Wood 
felt the need to a write a gratu- 
itous, flatulent Scotsman into the 
scene. We've already seen Fat 
Bastard in two movies — why 
again on the Shoctor stage? 

A more interesting presence is 
that of Chin Lo, the hotel’s kitchen 
help. He not only provides the set- 
up for the play’s biggest groaner 
(no, I'm not going to tell you; go 
see it yourself!), but also one of 
the only moments of really point- 
ed humour: the Chinese cook is 
one of the only characters to speak 
standard English. He’s also 
played by a white guy, so those of 
you who like to debate tokenism 
versus exclusion can start sharp- 
ening your knives. 

Final kudos, however, are 
reserved for the Set and Costume 
designer, Leslie Frankish. Servant 
of Two Masters wouldn’t be nearly 
as amusing without the tree- 
stump legs, the big coats, the 
innumerable hunting trophies, the 
excessive photograp fic back- 
drops. And the moose.... 

By God, it’s good not to have to 
be too thoughtful for a change.

GRADUATING WITH AN ARTS DEGREE 
means you have to be creative 
with your job prospects. 

“You finish a philosophy degree 
and wonder what a philosopher 
does in any situation,” says Judd 
Palmer, who claims he “stag- 
gered” into puppetry after finish- 
ing university. 

Palmer is one of the creative 
minds behind Calgary's Old Trout 
Puppet Workshop, whose latest 
play, The Tooth Fairy, will be open- 
ing this year’s season at Fringe 
Theatre for Young People. 

The company is a collective of 
artists — including a carpenter 
and a sculptor — who work 
together to create shows that 
invoke the fantastical works of 
classic children’s writers. “The 
thing about children’s books that 
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really fires us up is that they’re 
totally surreal,” asserts Palmer. 
“Alice in Wonderland is a complete- 
ly bizarre book. We call a chil- 
dren’s play ‘surrealism on dis- 
play’ — that is, if you use the 
iconography of a children’s book, 
you’re also making something 
avant-garde.” 

The play’s look is heavily influ- 
enced by that iconography, and 
the surreal atmosphere i 1s 
enhanced through the company’s 
unusual use of “head puppets.”. 

“Your head is the puppets body, 
so the arms come off at my ears,” 
describes Palmer. “there's a secret 
mechanism that goes from the jaw 
of the puppeteer up to the jaw of 
the puppet so that when the pup- 
peteer talks, so does the puppet.” 

The result is both visually 
intriguing and incredibly conve- 
nient for the performer. “It’s sim- 
ple and direct and really absurdly 
lively,” he explains. “In the world 
of puppets you're always wishing 
you had a third hand so you can 
work another limb. Most puppets, 
you have to work the head of the 
puppet with your hand. This way 
you get that much-coveted mythi- 
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cal third hand.” 

This production is a fairy-tale- 
style story that uses the myth sur- 
rounding the loss of baby teeth as 
anallegory for the transition 
between childhood and maturity. 
“We were inspired to do it 
because the tooth fairy is such an 
odd myth: you have these baby 
teeth, this symbol of childhood 
and innocence that you trade for 
money, a symbol of corruption 

ind all that’s about being at 
idult We found it 
to be evocative ona poetic, ona 
psychological level.” 

‘Our hero, Abigail, who has the 
most beautiful teeth, not just real 
ly pretty but fully world famous 
— spectacular but she lives 
with her ancient grandfather who 
has no teeth at all,” explains 
Palmer. “What ends up happen- 
ing is she goes on a mission to rid 
the world of the tooth fairy 
because she doesn’t want to lose 
her teeth and she believes the 
tooth fairy is responsible.” 

But rather than resorting to the 
pandering of popular kids’ enter- 
tainment, the company decided to 
take a point of view more suited 
to Palmer's academic background. 
“We wanted to build a show that 
is less in the tradition of Barney 
the purple dinosaur and more in 
the tradition of those great surreal 
books of children’s literature or 
even adults’ literature that deal 
with the psychology of children. 
In other words it’s dark and epic.” 

He believes that the story’s alle- 
gorical nature will appeal to 
adults as well as children. “A 
good children’s story is also a 
good adult story, because we've 
all been kids, and we're all 
defined by the way that we were 
when we were children,” he 
explains. “It’s about when you go 
from being a child, totally naive 
and totally innocent, but at the 
same time totally arrogant — 
thinking you're the centre of the 
world — and you encounter the 
horrors of the world and discover 
that you're not at all the centre of 
it. That kind of confrontation is 
what growing up is, and the way 
you survive it defines who you 

are, generous Or suspicious, self- 
ish or kind.”

Cold therapy 


Spaces and spices that warm from the inside 


T.S. ELIOT ONCE WROTE THAT 
April is the cruelest month. 
Obviously he’d never spent much 
time in Edmonton. Here it seems 
rather more true that October is 
the cruelest month, leering mali- 
ciously from the calendar, the 
sepulchral gateway to endless 
months of plummeting tempera- 
tures and six-to-eight hours of 
sunlight a day. In such trying 
times, it’s not hard to convince 
yourself that you deserve some- 
thing to warm the cockles of your 
heart and fortify you against the 
elements until that long-awaited 
day you can leave the house with- 
out a toque. Below are a few sug- 
gestions for keeping a fire kindled 
in the hearth of your soul even as 
your appendages are freezing and 
breaking off. 

@ Seeking out a cozy place to 
settle into a nice meal or a few for- 
tified drinks is an obvious remedy 
to the minus-30 blues. In the more 
moderately priced range, consider 
the den at Four Rooms, equipped 
with a fireplace surrounded by 
leather armchairs, TV and VCR 
and an extensive tapas menu. It’s 
a very hospitable environment for 
watching a hockey game and 
enjoying some Korean barbecue. 

Further up the price range, 
places like Packrat Louie, Café 
Select and the Hardware Grill 
have a toasty ambience that no 
amount of cold could banish — 


open yet intimate, tastefully 
adorned and warmly lit to allow a 
few chiarascuro corners should 
romance be on the menu — along 
with some of the best food in the 
city, graciously served. Packrat 
and Hardware also boast lots of 
windows through which the sight 
of poor bastards coping with the 
elements will make you feel all the 
more pampered and sheltered. 

@ Soup is a pretty obvious 
choice for the chill-afflicted and 
isn’t too hard to find in just about 
any eatery worth its salt. My own 
preference is for soups of Asian 
extraction — most Vietnamese 
restaurants have selections of 
soup as long as your arm, for 
instance, and teeming with ingre- 
dients that up the thermal factor 
and combat cold symptoms. 
Peppers, carrots, sprouts and cab- 
bage have plenty of vitamins and 
beta carotene, chilies provide a 
decongestant, black pepper is an 
expectorant and ginger and 
lemongrass, in addition to aiding 
digestion, turn the body’s thermo- 
stat up a notch. 

Try the Golden Bird’s peppery 
hot and sour soup, Pagolac’s spicy 
satay beef soup, Bach Dang’s 
sweet but tangy house special 
soup or Hoang Long's Thai- 
Vietnamese hybrid soup with 
prawns, chicken broth, curry and 
lemongrass. Most of these places 
won't charge you more than $6 - 


$7 for a steaming tureen you 
could practically swim in. 

Spicy cuisine is another obvi- 
ous hedge against the cold, but 
not even the fieriest plate of five- 
alarm chicken wings can hold a 
candle to the incendiary power of 
Ethiopian food. Stewed meats, 
vegetables and legumes are com- 
mon entrees and go by the name 
alecha (less spicy) and wat (Lord 
Amighty!). Wat is made with a 
spice paste called berbere, and is 
heavy on the hot paprika and 
cayenne. Mounds of each dish are 
served ona platter lined with 
injera, a spongy flatbread made 
from fermented teff, a tiny grain 
indigenous to Ethiopia. To eat, 
you tear off some injera, use it to 
scoop up some of the stew and 
pop it in your mouth. Shortly after 
that, you'll be reaching for your 
glass of water. 

The first time I went for 
Ethiopian food with friends, the 
friendly server noticed everyone 
at the table was sweating and sug- 


_ gested a refreshing green salad to 


cool down our mouths. When the 
salad arrived, it was liberally 
tossed with slices of fresh 
jalapefio. Confused as to whether 
this was a prank or whether 
Ethiopians have a superhuman 
resistance to hot food, we just 
ordered more beer. 

As far as I know, your one and 
only choice for an Ethiopian din- 
ing experience in Edmonton is 
The Blue Nile (10875-98 St., 428- 
5139). Try their kitfo, the Ethiopian 

uivalent of steak tartar in which 
tw, fresh ground beef is mixed 
with hot peppers and spic 
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North China Restaurant 9920-82 Ave. 448- 
9999 What it utterly lacks in atmosphere 
and customer service chops, North China 
makes up with reliably tasty Chinese food. 
Their hot and sour soup has salved many a 
southside hangover, but you should give 
their Szechuan beef, mushu vegetables and 
seafood dishes a try.

fingers shaking ever so slightly 
with low blood sugar and antici- 
pation at the sight of an unfamil- 
iar menu . . . and then, the crush- 
ing tragedy of the food. 

This was, perhaps, my own 
fault: a tragedy of expectation. I 
had been told to look forward to 
“Double Greeting Won Ton 
House, but cheaper.” Lhad previ- 
ously sampled the bakery’s tasty 
pork buns and sweet red bean 
delights. Unfortunately, while the 
Garden Bakery maintains its place 
in my dining pantheon, the 
restaurant half of the business is 
absolutely no threat to every rock- 
er’s favorite cheapo Chinese 
haunt. 

Ignorant and impressionable, 
my companion and I were initially 
impressed by the menu’s volume 
and fell to the ordering with 
gusto, eventually settling on 
Shredded BBQ Duck with Rice 
Noodles ($4.75), Spicy Peppercorn 
Tofu ($6.50), Deep Fried Spicy 
Squid ($7.50), Tossed Noodles 
with Green Onion and Ginger in 
Oyster Sauce ($4.00), and BBQ 
Pork Rice Roll ($2. 25). 

First to arrive is the Spicy 
Peppercorn Tofu, an enormous 
vat of cubed bean curd served~ 
stew-style with thin-sliced pork, 
green pepper, peas, and mush- 
Pe at could probably feed 

le all on its own. As 
a 
spicy, although 


salt and with a disconcerting 
tomato sub-flavour. While the 
pork was a surprisingly pleasant 
addition to the dish, it wasn’t 
mentioned on the menu, so vege- 
tarians might want to clarify the 
meat-free status of their choices 
before ordering. 

Next up was our safe bet: 
Noodles with Green Onion and 
Ginger. Not terribly notable, but 
no disappointment either, the thin 
noodles were topped with fresh 
ginger and green onion, and 
served with dipping broth. 

The BBQ duck also arrived on a 
bed of noodles. The meat wasn’t 
much more prevalent than the 
black mushrooms and sometimes 
tasted suspiciously like chicken, 
but really, under all that soy sauce 
who could really tell, anyway? 

Just as disillusionment was 
about to become smarmy bitter- 
ness, the BBQ Pork Rice Roll 
arrived to minister to our bellies. 
Like an oasis in the desert, that lit- 
tle plate of gooey, rice-noodly 
goodness almost restored my faith 
in the kitchen. Amidst the platters 
of disappointment that bedecked 
our table, its perfect barbecued 
sweetness made us hope anew . 
only to be crushed by the most 
truly horrifying squid ever to 
offend my palate. I’ve never been 
completely unable to bite through 
food before, but this sea-beastie 
was tougher than my incisors, and 
so I was forced to choke down an 
entire octopus leg — whole — in 
order to be able to tell you that ‘the 
seasonings weren't worth the 
effort. 

My advice? Grab a sweet bun

shows. Rustic wagon-wheel paint- 
ings, impossibly amateurish dink- 
pixie portraits and oversized char- 
coals of Christ that look like Eddie 
Vedder are just some of the visual 
lap-dances we've been crushed by 
over the ages. And, if an artist has 
tenure on campus, well, it at least 
explains where certain giant pink 
barfs hanging downtown come 
from. Go art! 

But the idea of Funkshon, talk- 
ing the talk this Friday at the Rev, 
is to dispense with the typical. So 
while we have no proof Funkshon 
will walk the walk as well, 
chances are it’s heading in the 
right direction. 

“Funkshon is basically an art 
show slash party,” executive pro- 
ducer Shivani Saini says as the big 
hour nears. 

“The idea came from a dissatis- 
faction I had with the way a lot of 
talented work is displayed. A 
friend of mine who is a photogra- 
pher was putting on a show in 
Toronto... she had an exhibition 
on Queen St. West where there are 
a lot of little galleries. The exhibi- 
tion was great in that her work 
was very beautiful, but it was 
basically an empty room with 
photos on the wall.” 

Funkshon will be anything but 
empty, seducing the eyes and ears 
with visuals and sound, includ- 
ing: paintings, sculpture and all 
kinds of mixed media, a dozen 
DJs who will be spinning (though 
not all at once), and even some 
stand-up comedy. 

While purists could argue this is 
the ultimate extension of buying a 
really nice frame to distract from 
the plainness of the picture within 
it, there’s no argument against the 
fact this has a little more draw 
than your average wine and 
cheese inhalation by our city’s 
finest mooches. Not to say they 
won't be there, they'll just disap- 
pear into the mixed oils and sam- 
pled funk solos. 

Saini hopes this thing becomes 
an annual event, and the method 
of selection suggests there’s room 
for even more frequent shows.

There 
are more expensive, high-quality flavoured 
condoms on the market, she says, though 
fewer available textures 

Nicholson's personal fave is a Malaysian 
brand, Line One. She’s also a big fan of a 
new multi-flavoured condom, called 
Paradise. “It’s a surprise every time,” she 
says. “Your partner thinks it’s strawberry 
but you might think it tastes like tutti frutti!” 
Companies like “O” feature hemp-based 
flavoured condoms — get high and feed 
your munchies! You can also get a variety 
of flavoured latex sheets. (““Dams’ is not a 
happy, sexy word,” Nicholson says.) 

But flavoured condoms needn't be just 
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for oral sex. Using flavoured condoms for 
anal or vaginal intercourse means no nasty 
latex smell, though it becomes even more 
important to go for quality here
